Cincinnati, Nov. 4— Oomiilcte rvturng 
from the city of <."lncliinaH give Ilerrlck 
H149i Johnson 17,335, a plurality for llt^r- 
flak vt MJM, maklns a NpubUoaa gain 
of vtwt 11,000. TlM Mitlra republican tick- 
•t of Hamilton county la alacted, Includ- 
ins thraa aanator and ten repreaentatlvaa. 
Tha republicans carried evary one of the 
24 wards of the city. 

Columbus, O., Nov. 4.— The democratic 
state committee gave out no statements 
Tuesday night. The republican ntitte 
committee at 10:30 p. m., through Chair- 
man Dick, announced that the plurality 
for Herrlok over Johnaon for (overnor 
would ezcead any plurality ever given a 
governor in Ohio, and that the republican 
majority on Joint ballot in the legislature 
for the re-election of Senator Hanna 
would be ovor 100. 

Columbus, O., Nov. 4.— The repiitillc.Tns 
broke their record In Ohio Tuesday In 
|iUiralltles for governor by electing Col. 
Jlyroii T. Herrlck, republican, over Tom 
Ia JohnHon, democrat, by considerably 
over 100,000. Thfe plurality on Joint bal- 
lot of over 100 in the legtalature for the 
re-election of Senator Hanna more than 
doubles any previous record. Senator For- 
.•ikcr had a record-breaking majority of 
E5 on Joint ballot for hlH re-election two 
years ii^o and that for Hanna thl.s ye.ir 
Is twice that majority. Hanna suc- 
ceeded John Sherman In the .«<ii;ito 
March 5, 1897, by appointment from (Jnv. 
Bushnell, and when Hanna wa.<; elected 
for the unexpired Sherman term and the 
full term of aix years ending March B, 
1906, he had only one majority after the 
moat bitter contest that was ever waged 
In an Ohio legislature. Senator Hanii.-i 
will have the distinction of having the 
largest as well as the smallest majority 
of an.v Senator elected from Ohio. 

On account of the vote on five consti- 
tutional amendments the counting was 
delayed all over Ohio and when returns 
wkra received they could not be com- 
iDarcd with thoae of any previous stale 
•lection as the 71 municipalities with 
ii,000 population or over had been re-dls- 
trlcted imder a new municipal code that 
went Into effect this year, and changed 
the voting precincts In those reorganized 
municipalities. 

At 9:30 it was estimated that the repub- 
Uoan plurality would not be laaa than 
10.000, and that It might beat the record 
of 137,000 in the panic of 1894. The repub- 
licans at that hour had carried all the 
doubtful counties for members of the leg- 
islature that were heard from. 

Returns from abo\it one-third of the 
precliu ts indicate Herrlck (rep/l for gov- 
ernor will have about 3,000 plurality in the 
dty of Columbua and about in 
Franklin county. Two years ago Kil- 
bonme (dem.) for governor carried the 
oounty by S,270. Indicationa are that all 
four of the republican representatives In 
the county will be elected, although the 
Vote on one candidate will be very clo.op. 

An hour after midnight Chairman Dick, 
of the republican state committee, gave 
out Ills last announcement for Tuesdiiv 
night that the republican plurality would 
exceed \2S,000; that the republicans had 
elected 26 and the democrats four state 
aanatom. with three districts not heard 
from; that the republicans had elected S7 
representatives and the democrats U, with 
U counties not heard from, assuring a 
republican majority of IS on joint ballot 
for aenator with 16 votea not yet deter- 
mined. 

The rcpullcnns elected J. E. Harding in 
the district that Includes Butler, Brown. 
Clermont and Warran eountiea, all demo- 
cratic except Warran. Butler is known 
in the state as the 'tOibraltar of damoc- 
raey." The republicans never before car- 
ried this district. 

Cleveland. Nov. 4 The Leader, repub- 
lican, claims that this, Cuyahoga county, 
will give Herrlck, rap., for •ovsmor. a 
plurality of 4,000. 

■Voledo, Nov. 4.— Twenty-three precincts 
0«i of lOS In Toledo IndioaU Herrlck will 
kava 2,000 plurality and republican legis- 
lative ticket will have 4.000. 

BteubenvlUe, O., Nov. 4 — Weema, repub- 
lican candidate for congress in the Six- 
teenth district, elected by 5,000 majority. 

Cleveland, Nov. 4.— At midnight Chair- 
man Salen, of the democratic state execu- 
tive committee, conceded the county to be 
republican by 6,000 majority. He also 
cascaded tha election of the entire repub- 
lUan county and legislative ticket At 
tU aama tin* Mayor Jobaaon aaat a 
jyOaaasa of eongratulation to CoL Marrtek 
99 Ma election. 



NEW YORK. 
Kaw York, Nov. 4.— After a remarkable 
oaiDpaign In which there waa united 
against him nearly all of tha newspapers 

and practically every mIOlatar of religion 
in the city, George B. McClallaa, son of 
the civil war general, was elected third 
mayor of the Greater New York over 
Satb Low, fuslonlst, the present mayor, 
fey a plurality of 61,414. 

■Award M. Orout was elected controller 
uid Charles V. Fornes, president of the 
board of aldermen. These two men were 
originally on the fusion ticket and were 
endorsed by Tanimuny, whereupon the 
fusionists took the names from the Low 
ballota and nominated other candidates. 
It was the nomination of Orout and For- 
naa by Tammany that caused Hugh Mc- 
Laughlin, the veteran leader of the Kings 
county demooraoy, to boli and declare 
that he wouldn't atipport men who were 
not democrats. In'apitn of his defection, 
however, McOIellan, Orout and Fornes 
carried Kings county. The mansgoment 
of their campaign there was taken over 
by State Senator I'atrick H. McCarren 
when McLaughlin refus<(l his aid. 

A surprise waa the low vote for Wm. 
8. Devery, former chief of police, who 
rgiLon an Independent ttckett. whjh^h waa 



given prnctlcBlIy no support. The re- 
sults show a tremendous change of pub- 
lic sentiment since Mayor Low's elec- 
tion two viars ago when he won by 31.- 
K;t2. At that time he carried all the bor- 
oughs but Queens, his plurality In Man- 
hattan and the Bronx being 6,663 and 
Brooklyn 26,767 and in Blchmond 7n. In 
Queens, Shepard, delta., nad a plurality 
of 661. 

Tuesday McClellan carried Manhattan 
and the Bronx by about 6S.noo, a gain of 
08,000; Brooklyn by about 6.000. a gain of 
31.000. and Queens by about S.noo. a gain of 
more than 4 OiKi. This m.aki s a total net 
gain for McClellan of about 103.000 as com- 
pared with Shapard'a vote of two years 
ago. 

Low carried only ona borough— Rich- 
mond— by about MO votes. 

The result was known early and at S:1S 
Mayor Low sent a telegram of eonfrat* 

ulatlon to Col. McClellan. 

Returns from the state IndlcatO tba 
election of republican mayors In Syra- 
cuse, Romp, Elmira, Plattsburg, Roches- 
ter, Albany, Blnghamton, Watertown and 
Oneida. In Oswego, I'llca, Schnectady, 
Troy and Amsterdam democratic mayors 
wera alaotad. 

Returns from tha aaaambly diatrlcta up 
state Indicate a few gaina by the repub- 
licans, the returna up to U p. m. show- 
ing four republican assemblymen in dis- 
tricts formerly represented by democrats. 
From many of the up state ansembly dis- 
tricts, however, no reports had be^n re- 
ceived. In New York county the repub- 
licans had gained one anseniblyman, sev- 
en districts l>eing unreported. The re- 
publicans gained a state senator la the 
ZM district, whera a repubUoan succeeds 
Charles McClelland, democrat, who re- 
signed to accept a federal appointment. 
The senate holds over and Is strongly re- 
publican. 

The lateiit returns Indicate that the ca- 
nal proposition to widen and deepen the 
«tate canals to admit of the passage of 
1,000 ton bargea, haa been carried by a 
majority of about 176.000. The proposition 
carrtea with it an appropriation of $101,-

Returns at midnight from all assembly

Bales ha<l a lead of :i.'..'!l.">. but 
as the missing towns are all strongly re- 
publican, there was every Indication at a 
late hour Tuesday night that the plurality 
of the republican candidate would be 
practically the aame as that of last year, 
although the total vote may run higher. 

The legislature remains practically un- 
changed so far as the demiwrnts and re- 
piibllcans are ccu\cerned, b^t tin soiialist 
party, which had three meinli> rs last 
year, will be represented by oidy one. a 
member from Brockton.

This gain of 10,000 votes 
added to Beckham's majority of 3.600 at 
the last election insures him a majority 
of 18,500 If all the other counties in the 
state duplicate their vote at the last gu- 
bernatorial election. Ill okham. however, 
has in;idi> a total K:ilri of nearly L'.(h«i in 
his total vote from llie twenty odd coun- 
ties heard from.
